from presidential candidates, both Dem- 
ocratic and Republican, we are quite 
pleased there is a possibility that Gen- 
eral Eisenhower may visit Atlanta dur- 
ing his campaign. 

Certainly the general would be wel- 
comed and accorded the reception he 
deserves as an American hero and as a 
candidate for the highest office*in the 
land.

Capital Airlines 
Makes a Just Request 


Capital Airlines, which operates a 
nonstop service between Atlanta and 
New York, has decided it must abandon 
that service on Aug. 16 unless the Civil 
Aeronautics Board grants its plea for an 
exemption authorizing it to serve At- 
lanta and New York on a flight which 
will also serve Birmingham, Mobile and 
New Orleans provided no local Atlanta 
passengers are carried from these points. 

When the board granted Capital au- 
thority to inaugurate the service out of 
Atlanta, it imposed restrictions which 
prohibit the operation of these Constel- 
lation flights beyond Atlanta into these 
other important Southern cities. That 
made it necessary for the air line to 
operate duplicating flights between New 
York and Birmingham,. Mobile and New 
Orleans. 

The duplicating flights have proved 
so costly that Capital now has decided 
it must discontinue its Constellation 
service into Atlanta unless it can have 
the benefit of the traffic from these 
cities via Atlanta to New York. The 
concern proposes to end this duplica- 
tion, if the board is willing. 

Since the air line would secure no 
local passenger-carrying rights it does 
not presently hold and would be en- 
abled to continue the Atlanta-New York 
nonstop service if the exemption is 
granted, it would seem the board has 
nothing to lose and air travel has every- 
thing to gain by affirmative action. Cer- 
tainly the nonstop flights to New York 
are valuable to Atlanta, which is be- 
coming of increasing importance as an 
air traffic artery because of its position 
as the commercial and transportation 
center of the Southeast.

by Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower in that section, 
which now has become a 
battleground. As a re- 
sult of conciliatory gestures at the Chicago 
convention, the South has begun to take 
steps back into the Democratic fold, still 
cautiously and still raising some questions. 

While regular party leaders have been 
falling into line, Democratic campaign man- 
agers realize that General Eisenhower has 
considerable popular appeal with the rank 
and file. The South is not being taken for 
granted. Nothing will be. overlooked to 
counter the Eisenhower invasion. 

The general is planning a campaign tour 
in the South, and Governor Stevenson is pre- 
paring to match that by his own personal 
appearance in that region which, until the 
breakaway of four states to the Dixiecrats in 
1948, had not received much attention from 
Democratic presidential candidates—or Re- 
publican, either. 

Governor Scott is among progressive 
Southern governors, and one of the few 
Southern leaders who has given warm sup- 
port to President Truman. 

Opening of the Democratic campaign in 
the South would be an innovation in keep- 
ing with the numerous departures Governor 
Stevenson already has made. The inde- 
pendence he has exhibited in setting up his 
own campaign and discreetly keeping it 
apart from the Truman administration and 
the speed. with which he has moved were 
dramatized when he came here to sit down 
with the President and his cabinet. 

On last Thursday, one day less than two 
weeks after he accepted the nomination, he 
had completed this process by going be- 
yond the ranks of recognized party profes- 
sionals to name his personal friend, Stephen 
Mitchell, Chicago lawyer, as chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee. Mr. 
Mitchell, who is unknown in national poli- 
tics, had been chief counsel of the House 
judiciary subcommittee, which is investigat- 
ing the Truman administration’s conduct of 
the Justice department. 

This ended a cycle beginning with his 
decision to keep his headquarters at Spring- 
field, well removed from Washington, and 
his appointment as personal campaign man- 
ager of another personal friend, Wilson 
Wyatt. Wyatt also is a lawyer, a former 
mayor of Louisville, and one-time federal 
housing expediter here who gave up that post 
in a disagreement with the administration 
over housing policy.

I told him I didn’t know, and what would 
he suggest.

So I pondered over this a minute and told 
him I didn’t think I would care to witness 
any stuffed crocodiles, or preserved ones, or 
pickled ones, or even any broiled or 
fricasseed ones, until after I had had my 
breakfast.

sins be forgiven thee.’”” Then Jesus told 
the paralytic to ‘‘Arise, and take up thy bed, 
and go thy way.” The people were amazed 
and their faith was strengthened. (Mark 
2 :1-12.) <a 

The trouble with the man was not paraly- 
sis. Rather was his physical sickness a re- 
sult of a much deeper frouble. He had done 
wrong and the fear produced by his sense 
of guilt had taken possession of him. Many 
people have been momentarily paralyzed 
by fear. A mother was telling me recently 
of seeing her child run out into the street in 
front of an oncoming car. She told me she 
was paralyzed in her tracks. She could not 
move, she could not even cry out to the 
child. The car stopped and immediately her 
paralysis was over. 

No doubt this man who was brought to 
Jesus was pretty much in the same state. In- 
stead of an onrushing car toward his child, 
he saw the terrible judgment of God bearing 
down on him. He had committed some 
wrong. No one had told him about forgive- 
ness. The sense of guilt had destroyed his 
courage and the resulting fear had left him 
paralyzed. Thus when his sins were forgiven, 
his paralysis was gone. , 

Certainly not every case of paralysis is 
caused by a sense of guilt. However, not 
only paralysis, but much of the illness of 
man is so caused. One of the greatest physi- 
cians I know said to me, ‘‘Half my patients 
do not need a drug nor an operation. They 
need to repent of their sins and be forgiven.”’ 

In my work as a minister, I frequently 
see paralyzed lives and sick spirits who 
need to hear the*Saviour say, ‘““‘Thy sins be 
forgiven thee.’’

My farmer friend, Paul Lovinggood, of 


Lost Mountain community, Cobb County, 
lost his home by fire a few years ago. Not 
long after he had his family established in a 
new house, he had a spell of sickness that 
slowed him down a little. But those setbacks 
didn’t keep Paul Lovinggood from whistling 
at his work or from making. himself a bet- 
ter farmer or from working for the good of 
his community. Knowing the fiber of this son 
of the soil, I was not surprised to read that 
he didn’t let the drought lick him, either. 
Mark Waits tells the story in The Cobb 
County Times. 

Paul knows, along with all farmers, that 
cows give more milk when they stay on 
green grass. He knows, too, that the grass 
doesn’t stay green with- eo . 
out water. Searching the *% 
skies in vain for signs of i 
rain, he put in his own 
sprinkler system. 

Drawing from his ex- 
perience with irrigation 
as a truck farmer and . 
from his reading of farm 2: 
news, he took a pump 
down to the creek, hooked 3% 
some pipe to one end of 
the pump and his tractor 
to the other and soon had showers falling 
on a portion of the pasture. With this sys- 
tem, daily he poured 21,000 gallons of water 
on his grazing plot, moving the sprinkler as 
one wculd the hose on his front lawn. 

As a result, the grass stayed lush and 
green, the cows stayed contented and milk 
production at the Lovinggood dairy didn’t 
Slack off. | 

Paul liked the system so well that he 
will expand it. Eventually, he hopes to dam 
the creek to create a small reservoir and in- 
sure a water supply in case of a prolonged 
dry spell which cuts the flow in the creek. 

Other Georgia farmers’ have tried the 
same trick. Glenn Florence in Douglas 
County and R. B. Gilbert in Meriwether 
are notable examples. More farmers will 
follow the example as the advantages of 
irrigation. become apparent.

Perhaps the most ornery group they’ve ever had here was the 
l-st team that beat the pros, the 1950 combo. That was the class of 
Leon Hart, Charlie Justice, Leo Nomellini, Clayton Tonnemaker. 
Eddig LeBaron and chums. They rolled the Philadelphia Eagles for 
their wad. And to hear Dodd tell it it was completely without an 
offense. He was one of Dr. Eddie Anderson’s lieutenants that August. 
But we’ll get back to that later. 


This was the last of the war baby class, the last dregs of the 
crop of the guys who’d come back from service and played 
en their string. They were tough, and rough, and looking for 

a good brawl. They were so mean, they say around here, that 
they were fighting among themselves half the time. A crisis arose 
every hour on the hour. 


Wives are against the law in camp, but one player’s handsomely- 
dyed blonde spouse showed up driving a convertible as long as a 
yacht. In Delafield, the combination stood out like a nude in church. 

The player demanded asylum for her, and when refused, the 
doli tossed in a few expletives of her own. After three days of soloing 
it around this exciting village of 600, with no taverns, no night life 
and not much in the day, the convertible blonde disappeared in the 
dust of lower Wisconsin. Her husband was so.mad he played a 
slockingly fierce game against the Eagles. 

The All-Stars were so rough in scrimmage that year the coaches 
were afraid there wouldn’t be enough left for the game. But the 
p.aying morale, as they put it, was high. They were just as grnery 
with the Eagles as among themselves, and they almost tore Greasy 
Neale’s last team apart before they were done that night, 17-0.

I talked 
to them again the year before we beat them in 1950 and they told me 
they were sluggish. They had a big game coming up with the Cleve- 
iand Browns two weeks later and they wanted to win that one bad. 


‘‘We had a great team that year, as great a team of college 
all-stars as you'll ever see. But we didn’t have any offense. 
Everything fell into our lap. The play that won the game was a 
busted play, and LeBaron should have taken a 30-yard loss on 
it. But he saw Justice standing over there by himself, and he 
threw to him and Charlie ran for a touchdown. It wasn’t a play 
at all, but that’s the way things were going for us that night. 
We actually won with our defense. It was the greatest defensive 
team I ever saw. 


“It’s different this year. The Rams lost the last time they 
played in this game. They want to win, bad. They’re working hard 
ut it. We're getting reports from their camp in California every day, 
and we know it. We haven't got a player on our team that could 
start for the Rams. 

“We're not going to win. We ought to lose about 35-10, but we 
have a team that’s going to play a good game. They can do a 
jot of things well, and they’re smart, and they’re a fine group. but 
they'll have to get all the breaks that the 1950 team got to win this

A few rotten floor boards were 
knocked out. Resulting floor lev- 
els are at different heights.

After assisting with the plumb- 
ing and wiring, Mr. Clyburn tac- 
kled the hardwood oak floors, and 
the ceilings. The tin roof was 
replaced by composition shin- 
gles. 

Mr. Clyburn preferred extra 
wide molding and baseboards in 
white to contrast with the dark 
green living room walls. The 
ceiling is of white celotex. En- 
trance ways connect the paneled 
dining room with the living room 
and kitchen. Dining and kitch- 
en ceilings are of corrugated 
plywood.

Female Forever- 
Even in Prison 


Women are wonderful—even the jailbirds among us. 

Bryan Hatchett, assistant directar of the State Department of 
Corrections, didn’t say so in so many words but he can’t blame us 
for thinking so after a little talk with him. 

Officials of the corrections department were mournfully dis- 
cussing the summer shortage in the prison population. Richmond 
County needs six well-behaved Negro women prisoners to work in a 
home for the aged and the prison people were forced to admit that 
they didn’t have them and didn’t know when they’d get them. 


“‘We try to arrange for our women to serve their time as close 
fo home as possible,’’ explained Mr. Hatchett. ‘It’s important to the 
morale ef women prisoners to keep up home ties.’’ 

After the meeting we hung around to ask Mr. Hatchett about 
women prisoners in general and he had some very —e 
observations to make. 


“IT don’t pretend to understand the psychology back of it,’’ Mr. 
Hatchett said. “But I do know that women adjust to prison life more 
rapidly and more-easily than men. They get in, look over the place 
and immediately start fixing it up. They make friends and pitch into 
whatever work is offered them. 

‘‘Men prisoners are different. Many of them are given te alibis. 
They blame their imprisonment on everything under the sun_ but 
their own acts. They’ll say they were led into trouble by somebody 
else or were victims of a crooked judge or were picked on because 
they lived on the wrong side of the tracks. 


“I guess you’d say women are more realistic. They seem to 
accept the responsibility for their own acts and after they get used 
to the inevitability of punishment they start trying to figure out 
how they can make the most of it. 

“All in all, I'd say women prisoners are most likely to profit 
by their mistakes. We have a very low percentage of repeaters 
among women.”’ 


The girls back of bars may not be great. In fact, they are weak 
sisters, subject to error, or they wouldn’t be there. But the qualities 
Mr. Hatchett described in them are qualities any of us would be 
proud. to possess. 

If it hadn’t been for that essentially feminine quality of ‘moving 
in, looking over the situation and figuratively .beginning to hang 
pictures, this country would still be an unsettled wilderness.

Henry Wilde. Congressman from Georgia, brilliant lawyer and in- 
ternationally recognized Dante-Tasso scholar, his fame rests not 
upon his masterful speeches in Washington or his research and 
discoveries in Italy, but on a single simple poem written for his 
personal pleasure. It became the sensation of the English-speaking 
people in 1816. Lord Byron said, ‘‘No finer American poem has met 
my eye than Wilde’s ‘Summer Rose’.’’ Wilde was a modest man 
and refused the worldwide demand that he write more poems. Here 
are two of the verses from ‘‘Summer Rose’:

Hellams, himself an Army con- 
struction engineer during World 
War II, quoted six other engineers 
as saying the asphalt paving would 
be better because of the poor con- 
dition of the existing concrete strip.

Chaney, however, said he felt 
the work should be done with con- 
crete to make the street material 
uniform with Avondale’s other con- 
crete thoroughfares. The mayor 
also said he believed maintenance 
costs would be lower on concrete 
paving. 

Most of the 82 affected property 
owners are reported to favor an 
asphalt base and resurfacing, 

A group of the residents visited 
DeKalb Commissioner Scott Cand- 
ler and obtained a letter saying 
the county would furnish labor 
and equipment on the jobs, if the 
city would furnish materials and 
complete at least two of the streets

This 
road would divert much of the 
heavy traffic on WestgPaces Ferry 
Rd. and would provide a means 
for north DeKalb and north Ful- 
ton residents to get to Marietta 
without going through the Buck- 
head business district. 


3. Piedmont Rd. will be widened 
to provide another peripheral 
route for residents north of Buck- 
head to get around the business 
center. The purpose of widening 
Piedmont will be mainly to at- 
tract traffic to the north leg of 
the Expressway and take traffic 
off Peachtree. 

4. New business firms settling 
in Buckhead are providing more 
parking space for customers; The 
growth of Buckhead northward 
has been accompanied by this en- 
largement of parking areas.
